The application has been amended as follows: 

• In Claim 1 , Line 3; "screw which is formed" has been amended to read - 
screw thread which is formed-. 

• In Claim 1 , Lines 4-5; "a reverse moving means having a reverse screw 
connected to the cap and ascending in a direction opposite to a 
descending direction of the cap" have been amended to read --a reverse 
moving means having a reverse screw thread connected to the cap and 
moving in a direction opposite to the cap--. 

• In Claim 2, Line 2; "having the reverse screw positioned" has been 
amended to read -having the reverse screw thread positioned-. 

• In Claim 2, Line 3, "opposite to the screw of the cap" has been amended 
to read -opposite to the screw thread of the cap-. 

These changes were made to clarify the screw thread and not the screw. Moving in 
opposite direction as that of the cap as the screw moves with the cap.
